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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 
The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1.98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other information 
submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609.04(a) states, "the list may not be 
incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a separate paper." Therefore, unless 
the references have been cited by the examiner on form PTO-892, they have not been 
considered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

Claim 3 contains the trademark/trade name BIOSTEEL. Where a trademark or trade 
name is used in a claim as a limitation to identify or describe a particular material or product, the 
claim does not comply with the requirements of 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph. See Ex parte 
Simpson, 218 USPQ 1020 (Bd. App. 1982). The claim scope is uncertain since the trademark or 
trade name carmot be used properly to identify any particular material or product. A trademark 
or trade name is used to identify a source of goods, and not the goods themselves. Thus, a 
trademark or trade name does not identify or describe the goods associated with the trademark or 
trade name. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Marcon 
(United States Patent No. 6,102,050) in view of Gravett et al. (United States Patent Publication 
No. 2004/0199241). 

Marcon discloses dental floss comprised of silk (col. 4, lines 57-60). The floss may be 
coated with a wax (col. 5, lines 60-66). The floss my comprise monofilament yam (col. 5, lines 
4-5) or a multifilament yam (col. 4, line 66 through col. 5, line 3). Gravett et al. shows that silk 
from silk worms and spiders or genetically produced are all equivalent forms of silk in the art. 
Therefore, one of ordinary skill in the art would have fovmd it obvious to use spider silk as the 
silk for the floss of Standish et al. in view of the teachings of Gravett et al. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The other references cited disclose use of silk for dental floss. Of particular interest is 
Hill et al. (United States Patent No. 4,91 1,927) which discloses use of waxed silk for floss dates 
back to 1819.
